ON THE DOCTRINE OF THE FINAL 
OF THY SAINTS. 


ESSAY TT. 


In Essay No. 1,1 brought into view the cendition- 
ality of the saints’ perseverance; and the possibility 
of their failing of the promised blessings, by a neglect 
| of the conditions. 
| From the following passages of scripture, it evi- 
dently appears, that this is the general method in 
which God deais with his accountable creatures. 1 
Sam. i. SO. Wherefore the Lord God of Israel 
| saith, I said indeed that thy house, and the house of thy 
Sather should walk before ne for ever ; but now the | 
| Lord saith, be it far from me; for they that honor me 
| 1 will honor, and they that despise me shali be lightly es- | 
teemed.” Jor. xvinw 7—10. “© At what instant I shall | 
speak concerning a nation, to pluck up, and to pull 
down and todestroy it, if that nation against whom [have | 
pronounced, turn from their evil; 1 will repent of the | 
evilthat I thought to do unto them. And at what in- | 
stant I shall speak concerning a nation to build and to 
| plant it, if it do evil in my sight, that it obey not my | 
voice, I will repent of the good wherewith I said L} 
would benefit them.” 
That God’s promises are conditional, the foregoing | 
passages prore, as well as a multitude of others that 
might be adduced ; one more shall suffice for the pre- | 
sent. Num. xiv. 30—34. ‘ Donbtless ye shall not 
cone into the land which I swear to make you dwell 
therein. Ye shall bear your iniquities forty years in | 
the wilderness ; and ye shall know my breach of pro- 
‘mise. Your carcasses shal] fallin the wilderness.” | 
| The conditionality of the promises and threatenings, | 

exhibit a stmking harmony in the scriptures, and are 
| expressed or implied in almost every page,—as well | 
| asin all the sermons founded upon them. | 

We shall now proceed to show from the word of | 

| God that there is a possibility of persons falling frorn | 
the grace and favor of God, by ‘not fulfilling the con- 

| ditions. 

| Isaiah Ixiii. 9,10. In all their afflictions he was | 
afflicted, and {he angel of his presence saved them : 
in his Jove and in his pity he redeemed them ; and he | 
bare them, and carried them all the days of old. But | 
they rebelled, and vexed his Ifoly Spirit; therefore he | 
was turned to be their enepy, and he fought against | 
them.” 

The persons here spoken of, were redeemed in love 
and in pity. They were saved by the ance of Je- | 
HOVAH'S presence, who is the Lord Jesus Christ ; 
but so far was God from loving thera in their rebel- | 
lions, or with an unconditional and eternal love, that 
when they rebelled, and vexed his Hely Spirit, he was 
turned to be their enemy. and fought against them. 

2. Ezek. iii. 20. “Again, when a righteous mandoth | 
turn from his righteousness. and commit iniquity, and I 
lay a stumbling block before him,” by way of judicial 
punishment for departing from his rig hteousness ; ** he | 
shall dic,” and, “because thou hast not given him 
warning, he shall die in his sin, and his righteousness | 
which he hath done shall not be remembered; but his | 
blood will I require at thine hand.” From this pas- | 
sage, we not only see the danger and possibility of 
apostacy from righteousness; but also the obligation | 
binding every messenger, employed by God, to de- | 
clare his counsel, to warn the righteous of this danger. 
Again, Ezek. xviii. 24. ‘But when the righteous 
turneth from his righteousness, and cominitieth iniquity 
and doeth according to all tc abominations that the 
wicked man doeth, shall he live? All his righteousness 
that he hath done shall not be m@ntioned ; in his trespass 
that he hath trespassed, and in his sin that he hath 
sinned he shalldie.” ver. 26. ‘* When a righteous man 
turneth away from his righteousness, aad committeth 
iniquity, and dieth in them; for bis iniquity that be hath 
done shalt he die.” In this passage, the righteous are 

threatened with certain death when they turn away 
from their righteousness. And to say this was not a 
righteousness that God approves. and would not if 
kept, save the soul alive, is nothing but an evasion, 
and a quibble, too frivolous for any ian of impartial 
candor. Once more, Ezek. xxxiii. 12, 13. “The 
rightcousness of the righ'eous shall not deliver him io 
the day of his transgression; neither shall the right-

From all these passages we learn first, that the 
righteous mentioned, were such in the judgment of 
God himself. And our heavenly Father would tiever 
pronounce thoce righteous, who possessed Galy a mere 
speculative or outward righteousness. Sccondy, It 
was a righteousness winch, if preserved, would ensure 
an eseape from death, and of course secure a title to 
eternal life, which a seff-righleousness could never de. 
Third, |i wase righteousmess, the casting off of which

While sur- 
rounding the death bed of some dying friend. who has 
been the partner of our joys and sorrows. our fears and 
hopes, our labors and toils; one, whose soul has been 


renewed, and whose sins forgiven, how naturally does | 


the thought arise in our minds, where will the spirit 
dwell? Where is situated, in the regions of im- 


mensity, that beautiful city, of which we read, whose | 
| gates are of pearl, whose streets aré of fine guld, which 


needs not the light of the sun, nor of the moon, and 
through which the water of life flows, clear as crys- 
tal, proceeding from the throne of God and the Lamb. 

Alas! we cannot tell. We know that there are 
mansions prepared for the spirits of the just, and that 
ou their disunion from the body, they will enter these 
mansions and dwell for ever in perfect and uninter- 
rupted felicity.

| army. The rage of battle at this crisis is not to be 
l described. ‘The thunder of a thousand pieces of ar- 
-tillery was answered by the discharge of an equal 
number on the part of the Russian. <A veil of smoke 
shut out the combatants from the sun, and left them no 
\other light to pursue the work of death than the 
flashes of musketry, which blazed in every direotion. 
The sabres of 40.000 dragoons met exch other, and 
clashed in the horrid gloom; and the bristling points 
of countless bayonets, bursting through the rolling Far

IWIISSIONARY. 
CONSTANTINOPLE. 

As this great city is but little known to the Ameri- 
can public, we take great pleasure in extracting from 
the Missionary Fierald fur November, an account of 


this city given by Professor King, of Amherst College, 
who has lately returned ‘rom his missionary travels in 
the East. 

“By three great ests Constantinople is often dis- 
quieted ;—the plague, the fire, and the sword. There 
had been several instances of the plague just betore 
my arrival, and five or six days atter my depariure, ] 
was informed by letters, that 200 a day were carried 
off by it. The fear of it was manifest while I was 
there, from the continual care that was taken by the 
Franks to avoid touching those who passed them in the 
streets. The sword was making its ravages, and a 
stilloess reigned in the streets of Byzantium as if half 
its inhabitants were slain. And since my departure 
several thousand houses have been destroyed by the 
flames. Thusthe Almighty visits with his judgments 
the fair city, which, hke Rome, is said to stand on 
seven hills. 

I viewed it from the tower of Pera, bui could not 
trace with my eye the seven hills mentioned. ‘The 
prospect from the tower is e: chanting.

age. Mr. Maitiand, who had attended the embassy 
in a medical character, first endeavored to establish 
the practice in London, aud was encouraged by Lady 
Mary’s patronage. In 1721, the experiment was suc- 
cesslully tried on some crnnivals. With so much ar- 
dor did Lady Mary op ler return enforce this saluta- 
ry innovation among mothers of her own rank, thet, 
as we find in her letters, much of her time was neces- 
sarily dedicated to various cousvultations, and to the 
superintendence of the success of her plan. In 1722, 
she had a daughter of six year: old inoculated, who was 
afterwards Countess of Bute; and in a short tine, the 
children of the royalfamily, that had pot bad the small 
pox, underwent the same operation with success ; the 
nobility soon followed the example, and the practice 
thus gradually extended among all ranks, and to all 
countries, in spite of many strong prejudices which 
it had to encounter.

There is a great 
pro -eness in young people and children to consider 
fam:!. prayer asa formal piece of business, rather than 
as the expression of our desires to God. These par- 
ticular petitions inignt have a tendency to counteract | 
this impression and produce a happy effect.
